Mike de Pike’ Again 
Its Possessor. 


‘Edrly this morning Maj. A. V. Dal- 
rymple discovered, in spite of the em- 
phatic assertion of Chief of Police John 
J. Garrity that the whisky police 
scandal would be “sifted to the bot- 
tom,” that “Mike de Pike” Heitler 
is again in possession of the entire 
contraband cargo. 

The $175,000 of lgoted booze is in a 
storehouse near Fourteenth and Solon 
streets. 

Federal agents also discovered 
what they claim to be gobd evidence 
that a settlement has been reached 
between “Mike de Pike’s * gang and 
the victimized saloonkeepers, Under 
this settlement the  salodnkeepers 
are to recover the money they paid 
for the booze. ian 

The money and diamonds they ‘ost 
to the police. probably will remain 
lost. 

_ Twin Plots Framed in Loop. 

Federal agents also are working on 
information that the shipment of ths 
booze and its subsequent removal was 
arranged at a meeting in the office of a 
private detective agency in the loop. 
| ‘They have information also’ that 
after arrangements had been made to 
obtain the liquor the meeting ad- 
journed to the office of a well known 
gambler, 
planned. 

One of the participants in these two 
meetings was ‘“ Mike de Pike.” Follow- 
ing the conference, “ Mike,” the “ mas- 
ter mind” of the deal, a retired pugilist 
who is Mike's personal bodyguard, and 
two detective sergeants from the detec- 
tive bureau started on a tour of saloons 
soliciting orders for booze. The two 
policemen were taken along to assure 
the saloonkeepers the deal was on the 
square. 

Permit for Booze Traced. 

The permit under which the stolen 
booze was shipped from the Grand Dad 
distilery at Louigville to Chicago, ac- 
cording to information in the posses- 
sion of federal authorities, was one is- 
‘sued some time ago to Lee Perlman, a 
former wholesale liquor dealer. — 

This permit called for.2,400 cases. It 
was numbered B201. The whisky was 
divided into two carloads. The carload 
obtained by “ Mike de Pike” consisted 
of 1,280 cases. The federal agents as- 
sert these 1,280 cases carried the 
*“B201” insignia. The other carload, 
they declare, was shipped to a firm 
known to be high in the councils of the 
“ whisky ring.” 

Following the robbery of the saloon- ! 
keepers who had trusted “Mike de 
Pike,” the stolen liquor was taken to 
the west side warehouse which is 
owned by two men who were in on the\ 


original deal. : 
Clamps Lid on Four States. 


As a result of disclosures already 
made, Maj. Dalrymple, in accordance 
with arrangements concluded some 
time ago, last night wired to Washing- 
ton and requested that orders be issued 
preventing any shipments of liquor, 
even legal transfers, into the Chicago 
district for the next four months, 

The result of this order will be to 
render subject to confiscation all 
liquors brought into the central dis- 
trict, and likewise render both consign- 
ers and consignees subject to imme- 
diate arrest and prosecution under the 
federal prohibition act.

Grain Slump 
Sets Price 
Cutting Pace 


Grain prices have declined faster than | 
any of the commodities of late. In two 
days wheat has dropped nearly 20 
cents a bushel. The break from the 
extreme high’ point of yesterday was 
13% cents for the December delivery 
to the lowest price in three years. 
Wheat fell from $2 early in the day 
to $1.86% in the last few minutes of 
trading,- with the finish $1.89% @1.90. 
Low grades of cash wheat dropped 
under the $2 line and cash wheats in 
all markets were on the down grade, 
with buyers shy. 

In three weeks wheat prices have de- 
clined 54 cents, and the drop since the 
market was reopened to general trad- 
ing -totale 90 cents a bushel. Flour 
prices in the same time have declined 
around $3 per barrel. 

Minneapolis millers were offering 
the best brands of spring wheat flours 
yesterday to the retail trade at/$12 
a barrel, an@ car lots were at $11.25. 


Corn Lowest in Three Years. 
Corn sold at’the lowest price in more 
than three years, with a break from 
$1.30% last Thursday to 91% cents 
for No. 2 mixed as the low point yes- 
terday, while oats dropped to 63% 
cents for the No. 3 white grade, which 
are used extensively by consumers. 

Grain men from central Illinois said 
present prices for December corn, 
which was down to 84 cents yesterday, 
meant from 70 to 75 cents for old corn 
to farmers there and 60 cents for new 
corn, 3 

Hogs declined 50 cents at the stock- 
yards yesterday, with the top price 
$15.75, while two weeks ago sales were 
at $18.26 for the best light bacon 
grades. 

Sugar Now 12 Cents. 
) Sugar refiners reduced their price % 
jcent to 12 cents, Cottom prices ad- 
vanced more than 1 cent a pound, but 
failed to hold the gain, although a net 
advance of $2 a bale was shown at the 
last. 

With the drop in flour there are 
signs that the price of bread is on the 
verge of slipping, according to Secre- 
tary R. J. Poole of the city council's 
H. C. L. committee. One representa- 
tive of a large baking concern said 
that the next fluctuation in retail 
bread prices will be downward. 


GOV. ALLEN HITS 
WHEAT PIT HERE 
FOR PRICE FALL 


Harper, Kan., Oct. 5-—Gov. Allen 
in an address here today denounced the 
tactics of the Chicago Board of Trade 
in hammering down the price of wheat 
and announced that he had made a 
request of President Wilson that he 
investigate the Board of Trade with a 
view of preventing such tactics, 

He has asked the president to lay 
an embargo upon Canadian wheat, 
‘which is coming into this country if 
competition with American wheat, he 
said. . 

“The Kansas farmer has been the 
victim of a gigantic steal,” said Gov. 
Allen. “ Export conditions do not war- 
rant such decreases as that of the last 
few days. This practice of manipulat- 
ing the market for the benefit of wheat 
gamblers must be stopped. The presi- 
dent has the power under the law 
to close the board of trade if unfair 
methods are being used, and he should 
use that power immediately.” 


Raid $1,125 a Day Still; — 
An’ Boys, lt Was Good Stuff 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 5.—[{Special.} 
—Whisky so good that it couldn't be 
told from the bonded stuff by experts 
was manufactured by a quartet In Mil- 
waukee who were arrested today. The 
men taken were Harry Horwitz, who 
said he was the manager of the Prime 
Products company, an agent of the Chi- 
cago Independent Brewing company; 
Harry Saxe, Thomas Rogers, and Philip 
Straus. 
The latter he was brought to 
Milwaukee from Buffalo to help oper- 
ate the distillery. He turned “ inform- 
er” because he had not beer paid the 
$100 a week promised him.

This obligation is, in plain English, “to respect 
and preserve as against external aggression the 
territorial integrity ané existing political inde 
pendence of all members of the league." 
When confronted with this obligation, the advo- 
cates of unreserved ratification, from Mr. Wilson 
down, show a most accountable but somewhat 
deplorable disposition to change ground. Here is 
an obligation “to respect and preserve.” It is a 
inoral obligation which is of “greater binding 
force” than a mere legal obligation. Mr. Wilson 
demands that the senate shall join the chief execu- 
tive in deliberately and formally subscribing to it 
without reservation. 

Yet in the next breat®# we are told that there }s 
nothing in this pledge or in the covenant “ which 
in the least interferes with or impairs the right of 
congress to declare war or not declare war, accord- 
ing to its own independent judgment.” | 

In other words, the pledge is a moral pledge, but 
we are told congress remains free to refuse the 
only method by which, irf:ome circumstances at 
least, it can be fulfilled. 

The advocates of the league, including Mr. Wil- 
son, propose that we shall accept a moral obliga- 
‘tion because there is no legal obligation. They 


propose we shall make a moral pledge because 


congress is legally free to refuse to fulfill it. 

But congress will not be free. As Senator Hard- 
ing has said: “The American people would never 
repudiate axdebt of honor.” What is “ absolutely 
false” Is not the assertion of the opponents of the 


league that Article X. would bind, but the asser- 


tion of Mr. Wilson that the freedom of congress 
will not be impaired by ratification of Article x, 
The obligation assumed is not legal.

Arnold Predicts Big 
Saving to City. 


Plans to eliminate any chance of a 
coal famine in the public schools 
purchasing fuel direct from the oper- 
ators may be presented to the board 
of education at its next meeting on 
Oct. 13 by George B. Arnold, chairman 
of the finance committee. 

If his idea is adopted, the coal con- 
tract scheme will be done away .with 
and thousands of dollars saved the 
tax payers which retail dealers now re- 
ceive. 

“There will be no coal famine in 


said Mr. Arnold. “The board should} 
make only one contract, and that with 
the mine owners. We can then have’ 
our own switch track and coal elevat- 
ors and keep the coal coming into the 
schools as fast as it is mined. 


Plan for 150,000 Tons. 


“As it is now many dealers with 
whom we have contracts sell for 
domestic purposes about half of what 
they get from the mines. The result 
is the school children suffer. The 
schools burn about 150,000 tons of coa! 

By getting our full sup- 
ply direct from the mines we will not 
only be averting all possible fuel 
famine, but will save thousands of 
dollars which now go into the pockets 
of middlemen.”

If conditions in other countries are sim- 
ilar it has been estimated that there 
is a prospective market for 11,716 bulls, 
7,600 boars, 1,916 rams, and 766 stal- 
lions.
